• * * * 

Yours of, 2nd Instant, (extract attached) enclosing 
Welzman's letter (copy attached). I don't quite understand 
his paragraph 1, but the time has not come for the formation 
of a Jewish territorial corps, nor should Jewish soldiers be 
enlisted for service solely in Palestine. If Jewish soldiers 
now In Palestine wish to Bottle there and are suitable and 
desirable men I see no objection. As regards paragraph 2, 
there is no apparent reason for prohibiting the building, on 
bona-fide Jewish property, such houses as may be required for 
the better accommodation of the proprietors and their 
dependants; but it would be undesirable that large numbers of 
houses should be built, at the present time, for the needs 
of prospective Jewish immigrants of whose character and 
capabilities nothing yet is known. At any rate, no decision 
should be taken until after the visit of the Commission. 

With regard to the purchasing of stores and material from the 
Army, these things are sold in open market, end the Zionists 
have the same opportunity of buying as have others.
